Silver In Payment of Taxes.

County—Dear Sir:—I desire to call 
your attention to the fact that silver 
coin is not a legal tender in the pay- 
ment of taxes to the extent of moro 
than $5 iu any one paj'meat, and to 
notify you that the State hereafter 
in settlement with the counties will 
only receive silver iu that propor- 
tion, as near as may be. Poll taxes. 
of course, can all be paid in silver, 
but you will be expected to receive 
only the "legal tender" amount in 
the collection of movable personal 
property tax and the tax on the pro- 
ceeds of the mines.
